Washington, February !.—In 
cal terms, President Roosevelt 
proved Admiral Davis’ entire action in 
connection with Dis visit to Kingston, 
Jamaica, to render aid to the stricken 
city, and in addition requested the sec- 


retary of the navy to express to Admiral 
Davis iis heartiest commendation of all 
that he did. 

The long. expected report of Admiral 
Davis of the circumstances leading to 
the withdrawal of the fleet from King- 
ston reached the navy department today 
and was at once laid before the presi:

: HE strength ‘of the south in the 
realm of literature is well -illus-

| up in “A History of Southern Literature,” 
published by The Neale Company. 

A northern critic has #*poken thus con- 
cerning the book: 

“Mr. Holliday. who fe instructor 
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the University of Virginia, points out 
that it is impossible to consider American 
literature,’ in’ its ‘earlier stages at all 
events, as a whole. The literature, such 
as it was, wiiich was born in Virginia 
with the writings of Captain John Smith, 
and the literature (such as it was also) 
which was born in New England with the 
Mathers and the Bay Psalm Book, are 
quite distinct. They are distinct, nog 
only in content and in point of view, but 
in the ultimate inspiration. 

“And each literature—using the 
in a broad sense—grew separately.

“In his grasp of these facts lies, as 
Yhas been remarked, the chief value of 
Mr. Holliday’s book. His survey of the 
field of southern literature and what 
has been accomplished therein is useful 
also 28 a summary of names and dates 
and a catalog of what has been written. 


“There is yet another quarrel with Mr. 
Holliday—which he will forgive be use 
it shows how seriously we take his task. 
He demonstrates that the volume of 
southern literature is considerable ~even 
by comparison with New England litera- 
ture—but his method of treating his au- 
thors is not such as to produce a fair 
impression of their work Aas compared 
with the New England products. That 
is because he does not select with judg- 
ment. The fact is, of course, that many 
New England authors owe their position 
in American literature solely to the ac- 
tivity of the New England mutual ad- 
miration society, while a number of 
southern writers owe their lack of posi- 
tion in American literature to the lack of 
a similar industrious claque. But if many 
New Englanders who are not yet for- 
gotten ought to be, there sare also many 
southerners whose present oblivion need 
not be disturbed—even for the purpose 
of demonstrating the fact that the pre- 
ponuerance of tne New England, writer 
is not so great asm cCurrelr textvovhs 
might seem to impiy.” 


NEW BOOKS. 

Fishing and Shooting Sketches. By 
Grover Cleveland. Illustrated by H. 5S. 
Watson. (Published at $1.25 net by 
The Outing Publishing company, of 
New York.) 

No person in America is 
known as a crack fisher and 
as is former President Grover Cleve- 
land. He is looked to as an authority 
on subjects pertaining to fishing 0! 
hunting. In this book he deals witb 
practical matters in a common-sense 
way. No sportsman should be with- 


out a copy. 
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| The Building of a Book. 
larticles by experts in the various de- 
partments of book making and sell- 
ing, with an introduction by Theodore 
L. De Vinne. Edited by Frederick H. 
Hitchcock. (New York: The Grafton 


Press.) 


This is a splendid book of almost 


400 pages. The editor has so arranged 
the articles that they follow in clear 
sequence, from the actual composing 
of the manuscript, through all the 
mechanical labor of printing and bind- 
ing, to all the recognized methods of 
selling the finished product. The last 
two articles are short papers on “Se- 
‘lecting for a Public Library,” by Ar- 
thur E. Bostick, chief of the circulat- 
jing department of the New York pub- 
iliec library, and “Rare and» Second 
Hand Books,” by Charles E. Good- 
speed, a Boston book dealer. 

The value and scope of this book 
are admirably described in the Intro- 
duction, which claims that it may be 
a “useful guide to the amateur in au- 
thorship or the novice tn publication.” 
It is preeminently a work for the lay- 
man, not that it is inaccurate or In- 
complete so far as it can go, but sim- 
ply because the student of the sub- 
ject, whether he be an expert in the 
artistic or scientific and mechanically 
intricate processes of book creating, 
must necessarily be conversant with 
far more detail, especially in his par- 
ticular department. No step in the 
process of evolution has been omit- 
ted, and even the most complicated 
processes are elucidated with simple 
;and non-technical exposition. 

For the layman with a natural cu- 
riosity as to methods of handling 
manuscript and making books this 
volume should be fascinating in ita 
very concise and incisive statements. 
It will also probably attract the eye 
of many prefessional makers of books, 
interested in such a book compen- 
dium.

Some Beauties of the Seventeenth 
Century. By Allan Fea, with eighty- 
tw6 illustrations from portraits. (New 
York: Brentano’s.) 

To those who love beauty in woman, 
this work will be an interesting vol- 
ume. It is well written and divided 
into seventeen comparatively brief 
chapters, each giving the. personal 
history of some noted “beauty” or 
group of “beauties.” AS many, or 
practically all, of these women 
figured more or less prominently 
in political ecents, the cole 
lection of their histories not 
without a certain historical value 
even though it be of the “backstair” 
variety.

Baker published an extensive article in 
which he described this remarkable

‘colony which has, lured many a man 


and woman away from the toil and 
strife of the work-a-day world. The 
article merely set forth facts as seen 
by the writer and there was no effort 
made to speculate as to the future of 
the community—whether one might find 
there the modern Utopia which ~ will 
revolutionize American life and 
thought, or whether the Point Loma 
experiment will go the way of other 
segregated cults like the Brooks Farm 
movement or Dowie'’s Zion of unsavory 
memory. 

It was simply a picture of a life in 
many respects ideal and as such it was 
alluring. Almost immediately its effect 
was felt. Letters came pouring into 
Mr. Baker from all sources from all 
kinds and conditions of people who 
had become tired of the daily strug- 
gle and wanted some other (they did 
not know exactly what kind of life. 
Most of the letters came from rest- 
less, dissatisfied, unhappy persons, and 
of the number not a few were from 
Some of the latter 
called to see Mr. Baker and asked his 
advice. 

“{ did not, and IT will not, advise any 
person to go to Point Loma,” said Mr, 
Baker, vesterday. “Still, I did not ad- 
vise them to stay away. To each and 
every one I said: ‘If you insist on going 
I would advise you not to tae any 
definite step until you yourself have 
made a thorough investigation. I 
would secure board in the tent village 
and in a short time you can tell how 
you will like a life of ‘that sort. By 
all means, I would not think of dispos- 
ing of any property and turning it 
over to the care and management of 
the executive head of a community 
which is still an experiment at best.’ 

“My visit to Point Loma was purely 
accidental. I was at San Diego, across 
the bay, and called up Lyman P. Gage 
by telephone. 


He asked me to come| 


over, and the place so interested me 
that the article was the result. Mr. 
Gage is very much interested, but he 
is not a ‘brother.’ He is merely a 
boarder and is trying to determine 
whether he likes Point Loma sufficitent- 
ly to make it his home. 

“Point Loma is an extremely inter- 
esting place, and I can well see how 
many persons would like to live there 
for a while, but I do not see how a 
person with any initiative could make 
it his home. Mrs. Dingley is the initia- 
tive. All responsibilities ahe shunted 
onto her shoulders; she handles all the 
money, purchases the property and is 
absolute in her authority. History has 
proved that no community will long 
exist under such conditions, and with- 
out Initiative and responsibility the in- 
dividual is dwarfed and obscured. 

“Since my article appeared I have re- 


ceived letters from persons at Point 
Loma indicating that dissatisfaction 
with Mrs. Dingley’s methods was be- 
ing manifested, but of this I know 
nothing.’’ 

Atlanta and Georgia are particularly 
interested in Point Loma for the rea- 
son that several well-known people 
from the city and state are members 
of the colony there. 

ROM Point Loma to earthquake- 
. and-fire-devastated San Francis- 

co is a far cry, but Mr. Baker 
was in that city just prior to his visit 
to the former place. He had excep- 
tional opportunities for studying condi- 
tions there. 

“San Francisco has been in a pecu- 
liar situation since the earthquake—a 
distressing situation in nowise the re- 
sult of the earthquake. Naturally a 
corrupt city politically, the earthquake 
and fire left it prey to the worst ele- 
ments of corruption. When leaders 
were most needed—leaders one could 
depend upon—they were not to be 
found.
